See Prophecies regarding dark horses are a temptation that the canny book re— 

viewer does well to dodge. But here is a book that creates too strong a temptation 

tc resist. It's one of these "lost causes" — and for that reason may not prove the 


sensation that I sense init. It's the saga of a passing race, a race long condemned 
to accepting an attitude of rather contemptuous pity. And yet I defy any reader, 
caught as I was in the tremendous power, the insidious fascination of this story of 
the courageous struggle against extinction of a fragment of the Armenian people, to 
emerge unscathed, unstirred. <A dark chapter in the history of modern "civilization", 
this determined effort on the part of the master Turk to exterminate a "problem", 

And this is a hero story of modern days — a Twentieth Century Roland Chanson. Gor- 
geous — terrible — profoundly exciting, the story of Gabriel Bagradian, Armenian ex— 
patriot, caught on a chance return, in the meshes of political intrigue, and brought 
to new life by the inner call of his racial heritage, given impetus by the overlayer 
of European ideals and standards. Through studied organization of the pitiful weapons 
at hand, he succeeds in holding at bay the Turk, and maintaining a state of seige for 
forty days of inner and outer conflict. And the climax, as unexpected as it was 
stirring, etches the whole drama in sharp relief. A book that should be read by a 
member of the staff — that should be sold by the contagion of personal enthusiasm.
